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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Applicant 
agreed to amend claims 17-19 and cancel claims 1-16 and 20-29 as is set forth in the Examiner's Amendment. Claim 
17 now recites "a counterflow heat exchanger having a generally toroidal exterior surface, and defining 'an interior' 
central region 'for combustion' It was agreed that this would distinguish over prior art where a burner/combustor is 
in what would be considered to be the doughnut hole part of the toroidal shape. The "interior central region" referred 
to in instant claim 17 is the interior central region defined by the toroidal exterior surface. The interior central region is 
inside the toroid as shown for example at reference sign (20) in instant Figure 1 , not at the doughnut hole of the toroid.
